Flushing, N..¥.4 December 18.—The 
trial of Thornton J. Hains, on charges 
of aiding his brother, Captain Peter C. 
Hains, Jr., in the killing of William £&. 
Annis, was adjourned tonight until 
Monday, after‘a day in which the state 
developed the strongest testimony s0 
far adduced. Two witnesses, Herbert 
F. lL. Funke and Arthur Andrews, both 
eye-witnesses of the shooting, swore 
that there was.an interval between the 
first shot fired by Captain Hains at 
Annis and the others that came in 
fairly rapid succession. 

Both of these club members declared 
positively that Thornton Hains pointed 

is revolver at those on the float after 
the first shot and before the succeed- 
ing shots were fired. An exitaustive 
cross-examination on this point, mate- 
rial to the prosecution's case, failed to 
shake their tegtimony. Andrews stated 
that following the first shot, he saw 
the defendant point his revolver at tne 


“There was a first shot, then an inter- 
val, when there were some more shots 
in quick succession, then a pause and 
a jast shot which went through the sail. 
I ran when I saw Thornton Hains point 
his revolver at my father and stood yn- 
der deck.” said Andrews. 

Worked for Annis. 


The witness, Funke, gave a graphic de 
Scription of the shooting of Annis. 
Standing by with his arms folded, the 
aftmy captain waited until Annis’ boat 
swept up beside the float, said the wit- 
ness, then lifting the obscuring sail, 
Captain Hains fired severa! shots at the 
publishér. 

Justice Crane admonished the jury to 
be careful, and not permit any one to 
distugg the case with them. at their 
homes, and then adjourned court until 
Monday. 

John Tonning, the poatsman who seiz- 
ed Captain Hains by the wrist at the 
time of the shooting, and who has been 
missing since early in October, has been 
located, and he wil likely be a witness 
in the case. 


Captain Hains Seized Boat, 


Mr. Funke said he saw Captain Hains 
on the float as Annis’, boat came 1n. 
Thornton Hains was standing about a 
vard from the captain, who seized the 
boom of the boat with his left hand 
and with his right drew a _ revolver, 
crying “Annis,” the captain fired at 
Annis, and almost immediately Thorn- 
ton Hains pointed a revolver at the wit- 
ress, who was about seven feet away. 
The witness said Captain Hains then 
fired about four more shots at Annis, 
sald he could not be certain, but 
thought Captain Hains fired six times.

Washington, December !8—“If you 
protect our competitors, you leave us

make public its affairs and submit to 
government control,” was the remark- 
able declaration of Judge E. H. Gary, 
chairman of the board of Wirectors.of 
the United States Steel Corporation, at 
the house 
ways and means committee today. 

“This is radical,” he added, “but re- 
member that*I am not speaking for the 
stee] corporation in saying this.” 

Judge Gary, like Charles M. Schwab, 
who appeared before the committee on 
‘Tuesday, was an. admirable witness, 
giving much information and submit- 
ting to a severe crose-examination. His 
testimony in substance showed that the 
tariff Js needed more as a protection

for the. independent sjeel manufac- 
turers than for the steel corporation. 
Like Mr. Schwab, Judge Gary declared 
that the reduction of the duty.on cer- 
tain steel ‘products would’ compél the 
steel companies to reduce the cost of 
labor. 

He sald competitors of the steel cor- 
poration needed protection, but that the 
corporation could take care of itself.

The Hague, December i8.—It is the 
opinion of the foreign office here that 
the rumor that Venezuela has declared 
war against The Netherlands arose 
through the confusion of the term 
“state of defense,’ recently declared by 
Acting President Gomez, of Venezuela, 
with “state of war.’ According to 
Amsterdam agencies, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs Van Swinderen has per; 
sonal reasons for believing that news 
of an entirely different character will 
speedily be received, although he ad- 
mits that it is not; Impossible that af- 
fairs have taken a néw talyn.

Judge Taft Says He Should Be Con@ 
gratulated on Securing Services 
of Knox—Wickersham’s Ap- 
pointment Has Not Been 
Announced, 


Augusta, Ga, December 18.—WilMaem 
H. Taft, president-elect of the United’ 
States, tonight announced the appoint-' 
ment of United States Senator Philan-’' 
der C. Knox, of Penmylvania, as secre. 
tary of state in his cabinet. ' 

The announcement followed the re<« 
celpt by Mr. Taft of a telegram, which, 
came late this afternoon, conveying the) 
information @om Mr. Knox that he 
would accept the premiership of the, 
Taft cabinet. Mr. Taft, without delay,, 


‘made the announcement that the mat- 


ter was settled. 

In giving the details of the negotia- 
tions, he said that the offer was made 
to air. Knox last Sunday morning, in! 
New York. That sincg the o@er he had’ 
not heard from Mr. Knox until the 
telegram he received today. 

After a consultation with Secretary, 
Reot,gin Washington, last Saturday af- 
ternoon, Mr. Taft said he made an 
effort to see the Pempsylvania senator 
there, but was informed that he was’ 
in New York to attend the dinner of 
the Pennsylvania Society. He wired 
Mr. Knox to see him at the Henry W.i 
Taft residence Sunday morning. The 
appointment was kept, Mr. Knox. con~ 
cluding his visit in time for Judge Taft: 
to attend morning church service, but; 
remaining at the Taft residence until 
after Judge Taft ha@\gone to church, 

Judge Taft Delighted.

Judge Taft also feels that from @& 
political vie int the selection of Mr. 
Knox is most happy. He explained that 
there was often a feelink that the state 
of Pennsylvania. with its assured fre 
publican majorities, often was slighted 
in the matter of recognition in the 
high councils of the party. 

That this will not be the case fin the 
next administration was indicated Dy. 
the anniouncement by Mr. Taft that he. 
should invite Senator Knox to come to 
Augusta, that he might consult him free- 
ly with reference to filling other places 
in his cabinet. In fact, he said that he’ 
felt the need of such advice ag he should 
be able to obtain from Mr. Knox regard-' 
ing* not only as to the cabinet, but many’ 
matters preliminary to the beginning'of) 
his administration. That Mr. Knox's in-. 
fluence will be potent was freely ad- 
mitted by Mr. Taft.

‘The Americans urge that if the con- 
ference would declare absolutely what 
is contraband, even if the belligerents 
had the right to, add to the contraband 
list With proper notice, this would pre- 
vent the dislocation of trade which oc- 
curs on the eve of war, as the neutrals 
would know what to expect. The same 
would apply to the laws governing 
blockades. The advantage of having 
definite jaws, it is argued, would offset 
the concessions to the opinions of oth- 
ers which the powers would have to 
make to reach an agreement. 

The delegates have thus far given the 
greatest consideration to the views of 
each other on the main questions of 
contraband and the blockade, and if the 
American representatives can bring 
about a compromise thereon ¥ is be- 
lieved that no difficulty will be found 
in drafting a code of laws in respect to 
the minor subjects.

Lemans, France, December !8.—Wilbur 
Wright, the American aeroplanist, 
established a new world’s record for 
heavier-than-air machines today, while 
trying for the Michelin cup, remaining 
in the air ! hour 53 minutes and 59 
seconds. The best previous record is 
' hour 3! minutes and 5! seconds, 
which Mr. Wright made on*October 10, 

The aeronaut attained an average 
height of 24 feet today, and the dis- 
tance was officially measured as 61 1-2 
miles, which does not include the wide 
sweeps and turns made during the 
flight. He descended only because the 
oil feeder got out of order. 

Mr. Wright closed a triumphant day 
by achieving another record, flying to 
a height of 360 feet tin a strong wind 
and winning the Sarathe Aero Club's 
prize for height. At firet it was thought 
that the violence of the breeze would 
compel Mr Wright to postpone his ef- 
fort, but, undaunted, he launched his 
machine and circled around and around 
the fleld. When soaring at 90 feet, a 
sudden gust of wind caught the aero- 
plane sidewise, causing it to plunge 
violently backward. The spectators 
were ‘terrified, but Mr. Wright remain- 
ed unperturbed and soon righted his 
craft. 

At the end of ten minutes the wind 
had moderated, and -the aeroplane 
soared upward and passed high over a 
line of captive balloons marking a dis- 
tance of 300 feet. Then it descended 
and, after again circling the field, was 
brought to earth, landing in front of 
the shed in which it Is housed. 

The aero club tonight gave a ban- 
quet to Mr. Wright tin celebration of 
his victory of today.

The attorney general's opinion is that 
in such cases there is no question of 
double jeopardy, as the appeal of the

vision of law as the attorney general 
recommends, guilty parties may escape 
from just punishment under the law 
as finally determined by the court of 
fast resort. 

He declares that the consistent policy 
of the department of justice during the 
year in enforcing the statutes intended 
to protect the interstate and foreign 
commerce of the country from. evils 
arising through combinations in re- 
straint of trade and attempts to create 
monopoly, as weh as discriminations 
and other illegal practices on the part 
of common carriers engaged in such 
commerce; has been carefully to investi- 
gate all complaints to it, whether by 
public authorities or by responsible 
private citizens, and to authorize pro- 
ceedings, whether civil or criminal, 
only when this investigation has shdwn 
the complaints to be serious and well 
founded, and that success might be 
reasonably expected. 

He reports that this policy “was at- 
tended during the year by a fair meas- 
ure of success in the proceedings au- 
thorized and that as a consequence of 
decisions already obtained or expected 
soon, the statutes dealing with sucn 
cases will soon be interpreted so author. 
itatively that those seeking to compiy 
with the law will be relieved from ail 
uncertainty as to what the law real- 
ly is. 2 

Seriogds Obstacles Encountered. 

He says that serious obstacles have 
been encountered in @nforcing the stat- 
utes and that these may be, with ad- 
vantage, readily removed by further 
legislation. 

“The United States hag had occasion 
of late years, and will probably have 
cecasion in future,” he declared, ‘to 
prosecute criminally many corporations 
or other artificial persons.

“In 
both cases,’’ be says, “I am happy to 
report that the energetic prosecution of 
offenders has undovwbtedly rendered the 
crimes less frequent, and diso less profit- 
able. It is notoriously difficult to se- 
cure convictions in peonage cases, owing 
to the antecedents and surroundings of 
the victims and witnesses and the fre- 
quent existence of strong local sympa- 
thy for the defendants.’ He reports, how- 
ever, that through the determination of 
the department the frequency of these 
offenses has diminished materially, al- 
though they are still by no means un- 
known. ““‘The land fraud cases,’ he says,

“ Of gréat intérest to~meat dealers and 
the public generally throughout the 
staté and south’ will be the anmnounce- 
ment of the White Provision Company, 
formerly, the White-MeLendon Cempany, 
‘wholésalé meat dealers, of | Wall street, 
that the -Sempany will, within the next 
three months, erect a. substantial pack- 
ing house building and install in it a 
complete’ plant for the handling of an 
up-to-date slaughter house business. The 
Plant Will be located on a site recently 
acquired. by the.firm in_the vicinity of 
the Miller-Union stock yards, and be- 
tween Hemphill avenue and the Howell 
Mill road, a tract of twelve acres. The 
Grst plans of the establishment call for 
the investment of $25,000, with large 
‘and costly increases as the business 


grows. 

The decision to erect the building and 
install the plant was made at the recent 
annual meeting of the stockholders of 
the old White-<McLendon Company, 
which firm name was changed to the 
White Provision Company upon the 
withdrawal of J. J. McLendon, former 
viee president of the company. 

Plan Inovations for Section. 


The erection of the proposed packing 
housé will mean that the plant will be 
the only institution of its kind for miles 
around, and that it will at once begin to 
educate the farmers of the state and 
south to the point of intelligent and ex- 
tensive raising of cattle, sheep and hogs. 
It will also offer an opportunity for deal- | 
érs to patronize home industry, and de- 
liver to their customers meats killed 
Only a day or two before being offered 
for sale. 

The plant itself will be a two-story 
affair, equipped with the most modern 
and costly machinery, the saime as used 
in the big slaughter houses of the west. 
W. H. White, Jr., president of the new 
concern, says the capacity will be ap- 
proximately 4,000 hogs and !,000 beeves 
per week, and that this will be _ in- 
creased as the growth of the plant 
warrants. 

Every part of meat handled by the 
ordinary packing house will be handled | 
at the plant of the White Provision

Another point that will enable the 
company to swiftly deliver their goods 
will be the presence of ample railroad 
facilities. The freight service will be 
extensively used to reach foreign 
points. Refrigerator cars wil] be iced 
from the cold-storage plant of the con- 
cern.

Now, the fish story is the artistic expression of piscatorial nature; it 
fills.a niche whose emptiness would mean a vancancy indeed. 

Wherefore, we hold, it should be preserved to present and future aesthetic 
usefulness and enjoyment. 

So much for preliminaries; now to the point. 

The annual hegira of Atlanta fishermen is on. 

The Chessahowtzkie—or the ChessowiskKe—or the Chest-o’-whiskey— 
(however that famous Florida fisherman's haven is spelled) is subjected al- 
ready to reel and rod invasion; Homosassa waits, but not for long. 

Some hundred or two of Atlanta’s Isaac Waltons will, within the next two 
or three weeks, wend their way to the gulf coast, where the inhabitants of 
those waters have learned to expect them, and would be disappointed if they 
did not come. Pisces, in the zodiac, stands overhead and there they gather 
under it. 

The fever burns and there is but one cure for it, tackle, a railroad ticket 
and—but we forbear to disclose the contents of the kit. 

What we particularly wish to call attention to, however, is that angling 
and the fish fry are not the only products of this reereation. 

There is another as great or greater than these; it is the expression of 
the artistic instinet which opportunity turns riotous. 

In other words, the most important product which the angler brings home 
is not the fish, but the story of it. 

But in its production the fish is merely the raw material; the machinery 
is the imagination, sometimes assisted by—well, it is no secret that Florida 
is not wholly a prohibition state. 

Anyhow, the fisherman who does not come back with marvelous mental 
picture of some personal experience, to which repetition has added such firm 
belief that crouching doubt turns tail in flight, has missed the spirit of the 
occasion and lost that which is its very essence. 

Fortunately, there are not many such as these; the Atlanta fishermen 
have the artistic sense well developed, and opportunity is not left vainly 
knocking at unanswered door. 

So every year Homosassa and Chessahowtzkie—or Chessowiske—or 
Chest-o’-whiskey—send back their annual crop of piscatorial literature, which, 
unfortunately, in the past has fulfilled but a narrow mission, and then lapsed 
into the gulf of the forgotten. 

It must be no longer so. 
portant mission to fulfill. 

To that end it must be preserved and passed about and handed down. 

The Constitution is determined, this time, it shall not be given over to

We shall freely and insistently open our columns to the returning host 
of anglers, burning with reminiscence grown fretful under leash; and set 
down in all particulars the multicolored, yet indubitable, realities which in-

Mindful of the value of this artistic contribution to a waiting, eager pub- 


lic, it shall not go unrewarded.

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AS TO SOUTHERN HEALTH AND SANITATION. 


Mayor R. G. Rhett, of Charleston, has taken straightout and emphatic 
issue with Editor Clarence H. Poe, of The Progressive Farmer, of Raleigh, 
N. ©., regarding the mortality record of the states of the south, and in a 
communication to The Charleston News and Courier presents extensive and 
detailed figures with a view to showing that the statistics used by Mr.. Poe 
in support of his arguments for better sanitation are excessive, misleading 
and calculated to do the southern states great injustice. 

Mayor Rhett’s figures show a mtich lower average death rate, both for 
cities and states, than those given by Mr. Poe, who, in reply, reaffirms and 
emphatically asserts the correctness of the statistics he has given. 

It is possible that investigation of complex mortality tables may bring 
different results and consequently varying conclusions to different investi- 
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‘gators, and this may be true without imputing to any one the least willful 
| purpose to misrepresent. 


But whatever may be the merits of the controversy between Mayor Rhett 
and Editor Poe, there is one fact incontrovertibly supported by statistics 
which are not questioned, and that is, the death rate in the southern states 
is comparatively and unduly large, owing to the scant use of modern san- 
itary methods and appliances, especially on the part of the negro race. 

Mayor Rhett himself makes partial admission of this fact, particularly 


with reference to the cities of the south, when he says: 


The facts are that density of population and climate have mtch to do with 
the death rate, as well as sanitary measures. The cities of the south, burdened 
with heavy debts from past generations, have not been able to avail themselves 
of the advantages of improved sanitation as rapidly as cities of other parts of 
the country, perhaps, but the saiubrity of the climate has more than offset 
In spite of these debts, however, her cities 
are gradually bringing themselves in line, and another decade will place some 
of them in the very forefront of healthfulness. 


The fact that climatic conditions are conducive to health, materially 
weakens any excuse which may be given for the comparatively large death 
rates which are found to exist. 

With the advantage of climate and breathing space, our death rate 
should be very much less than that found in sections which do not enjoy 
those advantages in the same degree. 

The Constitution cannot be accused of any desire or purpose in any 
way to injure the south or any section of it; on the contrary, all the energies 
it possesses have been and always will be devoted to its upbuilding and ad- 
vancement. : 

But in this particular matter of the necessity for better sanitation, we 
have had the misfortune to disagree with some patriotic and well-intentioned 
citizens, whose policy of closing their eyes to true conditions, we believe, 
will be productive of more harm than good. 

These conditions should, we think, be accurately and truly presented and 
kept before the people until an awakening to the danger is productive of 
effective action. 

And that danger, particularly as it is seen in the numerous presence of 
@ race which generally disregards the commonest of sanitary precautions, 
and which thereby not only increases its own death rate but is a constant 
actual menace to the health of the whites, is not a matter that is open to 
argument. 

It is simply a fact, a condition to be recognized, admitted and dealt with 
as the interests of the whole people demand. 

It would be folly for a man whom the best physicians have informed 
he has tuberculosis to sit down and argue with himself as to the probability 
of their error instead of taking such steps as may prolong his life or possi- 
bly effect a cure. 

Nor can the people of the south afford to shut their eyes to an undoubt- 
ed menace and ignore its existence. ' 

We are a great people and we have a great country, but our continued 
greatness and growth are not going to be helped by disregarding the impera- 
tive laws of nature. 

No city or section of the south should stop until it gets the very best 
out of the advantages which nature has given it. 

The statements of Dr. Walter Wyman, of the United States public health 
and marine hospitai service regarding health conditions in the southern 
states, should go far to correct any misapprehension that might have existed 
abroad . 

It was a non-nartisay, frank and unbiased statement of actual conditions. 

“rHE SOUTH I8 AS HEALTHFUL A PLACE AS ANY IN THE WORLD 
TO LIVE IN, lr mbN wiLL TAKE ORDINARY SANITARY PRECAU- 
TIONS,” said Dr. Wyman. 

There is here condensed the whole law and the prophets regarding the 
health of this section, It is a complete refutation of the old theory that the 
south is the home of plagues, the breeding ground of disease germs and the 
ebiding place of chills and fever. 

But sight must not be lost of the injunction, “if men will take ordinary 
senttary precautions.” ge ete 

In parts of the south it is unfortunately true that this is not now being 
done. Men are not exerting themselves to the necessary extent in this mat- 
ter. They should do so without delay. Neither the captious nor the critical 
ean find aught of fault with Dr. Wyman’s analysis.

ALABAMA HAS CLOSED 
NEW LEASE ON CONVICTS 


It Is Said to Be the Best Contraet 
Ever Made by the State 
for Convicts. 


Montgomery, Ala., December |8.—(Spe- 
cial.)-~What is perhaps the best con- 
tract ever made for convicts has just 
been closed by the estate, wherein two 
hundred men are let for five years, be-, 
ginning January | next, at a guarantee 
of not less than $2.25 a day for first 
class and $1.80 a day for second class. 
Men who have knowledge of such things 
aver that it is a ten-strike for the state, 
especially as the men must be cared for 
in comfort and health. The lessee is 
the Bessemer Coal, Iron and Land Com- 
pany, of which H. L. Badham, of Bir- 
mingham, is president. 

The contract stipulates that the state 
is to receive 60 cents per ton for mer- 
chantable run-of-mines coal on top, and 
the price is to go-up half the increase 
at any time to free miners, which are 
now paid 47% cents at the face of the 
coal. At the end of the year the work 
is to be cast up, and if the men have not 
mined enough coal at the price named 
to give a minimum of $2.25 a day for 
first class and $1.60 for second class, 
the company is to make it up. Good 
rooms, with light, heat and sanitation 
and hospital, are to be provided, along 
with a garden. ‘The contract may be 
terminated by the president of the con- 
vict department at will, with consent of 
the governor, or may be terminated at 
any time by the governor. In neither 
case will either have to give reason. 
‘The bond is $30,000. 


WILLIAM L. CLARK DIES 
AT HOME AT COLUMBUS 


He Was for Many Years Connected 
With the Mamagement of Rail- 
road Properties. 


Columbus, Ga., December 18.—(Special.) 
William L. Clank, aged 8! years, one 
of the wealthiest and most prominent 
citizens of Columbus, died today.

GOVERNOR SIGNS 
MANY PARDONS 


After 30 Years in Penitentiary, 
Negro Is Given 
Pardon. 


A bateh of pardons recommended bv 
the prison commission was signed by 
the governor yesterday. 

The most unusual case was that of 
Tom Chiles, the Pike county negro, con- 
victed of‘murder at the April term of 
Pike superior court in 1878, and now, 
thirty years later, pardoned by the gov- 
ernor. 3 , 

The crime of whjch the young negro 
of 2! was convicted on citeumstantial 
evidence, was a’ bloody and mercenary 
one. In company with Ed Dumas, an- 
other negro, he'is charged with having 
set upon an aged white man and killed 
him for his money. 

The two young negro boys had watch- 
ed the old man while in town, take out 
a well-filled wallet. They went out ahead 
of him on the home road, hailed him at 
he passed and asked for a ride. .The 
old man “gave them a lift,” as the say- 
ing is in the country. For thanks he 
was done to death and robbed. 

At least. that was the evidence brought 
out at the trial, there being no eye-wit- 
nesses to the deed. Dumas died in 
prison in 1895, declaring that he alone 
had been guilty of the murder. 

Chiles, at the time sentence was im- 
posed and persistently since, has de- 
clared he was not guilty of the deed. 
The prison records show that he has 
been an exemplary prisoner. Shortly 
after his confinement he pecame a Chris- 
tain and has had a most beneficial inffu- 
ence upon the other prisoners. 

The judge who tried Chiles has stead- 
fastly refused to join in the attempt to 
have him pardoned, believing in his com- 
plicity. The prison commission has final- 
ly decided to recommend that Chiles be 
given another chance, and the governor 
has approved. aA position has been 6¢- 
cured for Chiles in Atlanta and he wil 
gO to work here. 

The prisbn commission, of course does 
not Say as much Officially, Out they evi- 
dently believe thirty years in the pen 
is almost a lifetime of punishment, 

Other Pardons Granted. 


Among the other pardons granted was 
one to C. R. Jackson, convicted in Me- 
Intosh county of assault and battery 
and using profane language. 

This case has heen before the court of 
appeals and that court, tn its decision, 
included the statement that if it had 
pardoning power instead of the judicial 
power, Jackson would go free. At the 
| trial he had justified the assault and 
battery ‘‘on one of those natural grounds 
which appeal! to all honorable men,” 
although it is not recognized by the law 
as a defense. 

Bigamist of 81 Pardoned. 


J. W. Beck, aged 81, convicted of bizg- 
amy, in Pickens county. and sentenced 
to two years’ imprisonment, was granted 
a pardon. The commission states that 
the old man {fs in feeble health physt- 
cally and almost an imbecile. His wife 
abandoned him and went west, and 
some two vears later he married an- 
other woman, thinking his wife had se- 
cured a divorce. When his first wife 
was known to be living and unmarried, 
he promptly separated from his second 
wife.

Ticket Sclping Case Brings 


Criticism From High Moguls 


Im the Future the Commission Will 
Handle All the Tickets During 
the Entire World Series and 
Will Prevent “Scalpers” 
Receiving Them. 


Cincinnati, December ._18—The Na- 
tional baseball commission handed .down 
the following decision in’ regard to the 


sale of tickets during the worl’s cham- 
pionship series in the city of Chicago: 

“The recent world’s series played be- 
tween the Chicago National League club 
and the Detroit American Leagivfe club 
was the fourth of this kind that was 
Played under the auspices of the na- 
tional commission. Heretofore during 
these series there wag always more or 
less criticism with respect to the man- 
ner in which the tickets were handled, 
but the last one was the first gime that 
any written complaint was ever filed 
with the commfssion wijth respect there- 
to. The matter was brought to our at- 
tention by petitions presented to the 
commission signed by a number of the 
most prominent citizens and patrons of 
the @ame in Chicago. The complaints 
as made, taken in connection with the 
personal knowledge that the commis- 
Sion had, that tickets im large numbers 
had found their way into the hands of 
so-called ‘scalpers,’ and were sold by 
them at’ exorbitant prices, justified the 
commission to at onee make a thor- 
Ough and searching investigation of the 
entire matter, principally for two rea- 
sons: 

‘(a), To prevent recurrences théreof 
in the future. 

‘“(b). To fix the responsibility for the 
imposition that was practiced on the 
Chicago public, if possible. 

“In justice to Mr. Murphy, the presi- 
dent of the Chicago club, it should be 
stated that he was not in the city. It 
should also be stated that there was no 
direct charge made, ner any proof sub 
mitted that the Chicago club nor any 
ef its employees were in collusion with 
the s0-called ‘ticket scalpers.’ 

“The commission has examined 
this matter very carefully. 

“The commission finds this, and has 
already so notified Mr. Murphy, through 
itg chairman, that we will hereafter 
hold that a club loses its constitutional 
rights, one of which is the printing, 
supervision and sale of tickets, tf after 
a complaint had been officially filed with 
the commission (as has been done in 
this case) that the sale of tickets had 
been unsatisfactory and an examination 
of that complaint showed that a change 
Was necessary. 

“From the evidence submitted and the

There 
was a fair rally. however, late in the 
day, owing to active buying by shorts 
based mainly on a prediction that the 
world's shipments of wheat for the 
week will show a libera] decrease. As a 
result of this demand the market closed 
at almost the best prices of the day, 
with May at $!.05%G@!.06. and July at 
9/%@97%ec. Selling throughout the day 
was inspired’ principally by a further 
decline in the price of corn and oats, 
but the weakness of the wheat market 
at Liverpool, and the report of a St. 
Louis trade journa}] regarding the fall- 
sown crop of wheat in this country also 
had influence. According to The St. 
Louis Journal. Jate-sown wheat has been 
gtreatiy benefitted by recent rains, but 
the early sawn crop has been injured 
by Hessian flies. There was no de- 
mand for cash wheat, here and export 
business also was at a standstill. Min- 
neapolis, Duluth and Chicago reported 
receipts of 208 cars, against 384 last 
week and 204 a year ago.

New York, December 1(8—Enormous 
receipts of cotton have at times had @& 
depressing effect, yet it is a fact at 
once singular and significant that de- 
spite the incubus of a recent crop 
movement unparalleled in the history of 
eotton culture, prices actually show 4 
small net advance for the week. Prob- 
ing for the causes for such a phenom- 
enon, for it is practically that, they are 
to be found, first, in the enormous con- 
sumption; second, as a correlative of 
this, the recent very heavy exports; 
third, the cheapness of the’ price; and, 
fouth, an overdoing of the short side. 
There have been too many bears in all 
sections of the country, owing to the 
mammoth receipts. 
atively low, and this must be numbered 
with the most important of the bullish 
factors. Then, again, the quality is ad- 
mittedly superior. 

Wall street has been buying undis- 
mayed by the high receipts, weakening 
spot markets, the pressure of southern 
hedges, and, at time, a pressure also 
of foreign selling. It has ignored re- 
ports of slackening business in this 
country, of poor trade on the continent 
of Europe, of a diminished Lancashire 
business, and an attempt in India to 
boycott British goods in retaliation for 
the sedition laws dealing with the-un- 
rest existing in that part of the British 
empire.
